Product information, including uses/applications and source(s) of imports:

The subject product is a reactive liquid resin system in acetate solvent that is used in the production of
solder mask formulations of various types.  The resins have both acrylate and carboxylic acid
functionality.  Solder masks shield bare copper traces in printed circuit boards (PCBs) with a protective
overlay of thin thermoset adhesive; this film protects the traces from the elements, and from shorting out
during the soldering process.  Solder masks are generally readily identifiable by the distinctive green film
traces on PCBs.  The resin is imported from Japan.
